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Iraq vows retaliation 

Iran tries to 

bomb Saddam’s 
family home

BAGHDAD, June 3, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq vowed “crushing 
■retaliation" after accusing 
Iran of trying to bomb the 
family home of President 
Saddam Hussein today. 

It said an F-4 Phantom plane 
missed the house near the town of 
Tikrit, 200 km (t25 miles) north 
of Baghdad, and dropped its 
bombload nearby. 

A government statement said 
□o one was hurt and anti-aircraft 
fire drove the plane off after the 
5:55 am (0155 GMT) raid. It did 
not say whether Saddam or his 
family were at home. 

Breach 

The statement said the raid 
breached Iraq's unilateral bait 
since April 20 to attacks on 
civilian areas and was an attempt 
to restart the “war of the cities”. 
But Iraq would not retaliate 
immediately. . 

“Iraq's comprehensive and 
crushing retaliation is the 
legitimate answer for this per- 
fidious crime, which the Iranian 
regime deserves by all human- 
itarian, moral and legal 
measures,” the statement said. 

“This : inevitable retaliation 
will not take place today —Iraq is 
not the type which behaves on 
the basis of (irrational) reaction 
and it does not lose balance in 
such circumstances.”

trial centres” at Sa'd township in 
Tikrit. 

The Iraqi statement was issued 
after a meeting, chaired by Sad- 
dam, of the ruling Revolutionary 
Command Council and the 
Baath Party regional leadership. 

Each side has accused the 
other of violating the informal 
truce in the missile and air raids 
on civilian centres which claimed 
hundreds of lives. 

Downed 

Iranian planes targeted Tikrit 
several times early in the war, 
which started in September 1980, 
but it had been not attacked in 
recent years. 

The Iraqi statement said the 
attack was also intended to 
“cover up Iran's defeats at the 
battlefront after years of 
failure.” 

Iraq's daily high command 
communique said helicopter 
gunships downed an Iranian 214- 
Bell helicopter in a dogfight over 
the northern warfronl today. 

Plans 

Iraq is planning at least five 
more offensives shortly to recap- 
ture enclaves on Iraqi soil still 
held by Iranian forces, officials 
and military sources in Baghdad 
saidroday. . 

The Iraqi plans come in the 
wake of tw& major victories for 
Baghdad’s troops in the past 
seven weeks, one on the Faw pen- 
insula in southern Iraq, and the 
other at Salamchah, east of 
Basra. 

The two Iraqi victories caused 
Iran to shake up its military com- 
mand structure. 


Analysts believed at least some 
of the Iraqi offensives may come 
while the I ranians are still in con- 
fusion. 

Saad Bazzaz, a senior Iraqi 
official who has written a book 
on Iraq’s recapture of Faw in a 
major offensive April 17 and 18, 
said Baghdad's plans for more 
attacks was “no military secret.” 

The Iraqi military announced 
before their latest offensive at 
Sa lamchah May 25 they were 
planning attacks at six points, 
“and we reported that in the Iraqi 
News Agency.” Bazzaz said. 

Majnoon 

He said in addition to Salam- 
chah. the Iraqi forces were plan- 
ning attacks against Iranian 
troops in the marshes east of 
Amara and on the two Majnoon 
islands, also in the marshes but 
further south. 

The Iraqis were also planning 
to expel the Iranians from 
territories they held near the 
(Iranian) border town of 
Mehran, some 100 miles (160 
km) east of Baghdad, and from 
hilltop positions in an enclave 
near Qasr Shinn. 120 miles (190 
km) northeast of Baghdad. 

Another offensive is planned 
at Halabja, the Kurdish town 
further north which Iranian 
troops seized March 17, he said. 

A Western diplomat.in Bagh- 
dad said the “big prize” for the 
Iraqis would be the recapture of 
the Majnoon islands, man-made 
structures in the Howeiza mar- 
shes sitting on eight billion 
barrels of proven Iraqi crude ofl 
reserves. The Iranians captured 
the islands in 1984. 



Tehran will press on with war 

Rafsanjani named 
armed forces chief 

NICOSIA, June 3, (Agencies): 

Iran's new acting armed forces 
chief, speaking after recent bat- 
tlefield reverses, said today 
Tehran would pursue its war aim 
of toppling the Iraqi government 
at any price. 

“Not for one moment should 
we become lax in pursuing the 
war,” Tehran Radio quoted Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani as 
telling worshippers at Tehran’s 
mass Friday prayers meeting. 

“We are determined to wrest 
our rights from Iraq's (ruling) 

Baath Party at any price. There is 
nothing and no one in the world 
to stop us and our' decision is 
serious and irreversible.” 

In-charge 

Iran has refused a UN 
ceasefire call until Iraq is named 
the aggressor in the war, now well 
into its eighth year. A consistent 
demand has been the overthrow 
of Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein. 

Iran's spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini appointed 
Rafsanjani as actingcommander 
in chief yesterday following 
serious military setbacks over the 
past two months. 

Khomeini ordered Rafsanjani 
to take charge of the regular 
Army, the Revolutionary 
Guards and other armed forces, 
to co-ordinate them, merge 
overlapping support depart- 
ments and mobilise the people 
for the war effort. 

Rafsanjani said Iran was tak- 
ing the war more seriously after 
recent developments, the Iranian 
news agency Irna reported. 

He said Khomeini, who 
remains constitutionally com- 
mander-in-chief, could not, and 
was not expected to, personally 
attend to all aspects of the armed 
forces. 

“On the other hand, the neces- 
sary co-ordination did not exist 
between the Army, the 
Revolutionary Guards and the 
other forces and efforts were 
wasted.” the radio quoted Raf- • 
sanjani as saying.

mander Xfohsea Rezaei said he 
hoped for “new zeal in the bat- 
tlefields for a more rapid sup- 
pression of the aggressor” in a 
congratulatory message to Raf- 
sanjani, Irna reported. 

Political analysts said Rafsan- 
jani's appointment would also 
strengthen his hand in the leader- 
ship where differences have 
appeared over major economic 
and social issues.

Denounce 

Iran on Wednesday denoun- 
ced US “gunboat diplomacy” in 
the Gulf. 

Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati. meanwhile, agreed to 
hold a new round of UN talks on 
ending the war. But be said in a 
letter on Tuesday to Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
that the "cardinal first step” 
toward peace must be branding 
Iraq the aggressor. 

“The military forces of the 
United Stales and its allies ... 
invaded the Gulf and under the 
guise of maintaining security of 
this international waterway 
caused its increasing instability,” 
Velayati said.

57 miners 
killed in 
W. Germany 

BORKEN, West Germany, June 
3, (AP): Rescue woikers today 
pulled the 23rd body from a mine 
where an explosion killed 57 
men. while the- state governor 
promised that families of Turk- 
ish immigrants killed will be all- 
owed to stay in West Germany. 

Hesse state Governor Walter 
W allman also said a special fund 
would be set up to aid the family 
members struck by Wednesday's 
disaster at the Stolzenbach mine 
in Borken 120 kilometres north- 
west of Frankfurt. 

Rescue workers continued to 
remove the bodies from the mine. 
Work was continuing, although 
officials emphasised it was going 
slowly and could lake several 
days. 

Crowds of grieving relatives 
continued to gather at the site. 

Suffocated 

More details about the types of 
injuries also were emerging. 

“Several of those found had 
such great injuries that they 
could have died from those 
causes anyway, even without the 
carbon monoxide,” said Stefan 
Walscher, the local prosecutor 
leading the investigation into the 
blast. Investigators say that 
many of the miners whose bodies 
have been retrieved so far died 
due to suffocation from lack of 
air. 

Workers were drilling two new 
emergency shafts to let more air 
into the ill-fated mine to aid res- 
cuers retrieving bodies. 

A Hesse state official said the 
cause of the blast had still not 
been determined, but be rejected 
any contention that safety 
measures at the mine were 
inadequate. 


Thatcher lauds Reagan 

‘Cold war barriers 
being taken down’ 


LONDON, June 3, (Agencies): 
Amid mediaeval pageantry. 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher gave a majestic send-off 
today to President Reagan hail- 
ins his Dresden cv for 


Reagan's 26-hour stopover in 
London — probably the last visit 
here ofhis term in office — ended 
amid rhetoric on both sides that 
underlined the “special relation- 
ship” of the two leaders who are 
good friends and share a con- 
servative philosophy. Reagan 
left London yesterday after- 
noon. 

. For a major speech .on East- 
West relations, Reagan was 
provided London's 1 5th century 
Guildhall. 

Memorable 

The British sought to make it a 
memorable visit for the Reagans,’ 
providing a Buckingham Palace 
tea with the Queen and all the 
pomp and circumstance they 
could muster. ■ 

In a toast at a gala dinner last 
night, Thatcher told the 
President that be will take a place 
among the greatest US 
Presidents. 

The Guidhall ceremony 
opened with a trumpet fanfare. 
After Reagan’s address, That- 
cher made comments that soun- 
ded like a valedictory to the 
Reagan presidency. 

“Above aU... you have res- 
tored faith in the American 
dream, a dream of boundless 
opportunity built on enterprise, 
individual effort and personal 
generosity,” she said. 

Reagan, in his speech said his 


summits with Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev had begun “to 
take down the barriers” of the 
cold war. but vowed America 
will remain wary and strong as it 
wits lasting changes in Soviet 
policies. 

Reagan, delivering an 
overview of his first visit to the 
Kremlin, said he had discovered 
Gorbachev to be “a serious man 
seeking serious reform” and that 
the superpowers may be entering 
“a new era of history.” 

Though Gorbachev had 
expressed disappointment that 
an opportunity had been lost 
during this week's summit, 
Reagan said “tangible progress” 
had been made on a pact to 
reduce the stockpiles of long- 
range nuclear weapons. Though 
aides say difficult obstacles 
remain, Reagan added, “such a 
treaty... is, I believe, now within 
our grasp.” 

Briefing 

The President followed his 
warm personal assessment of 
Gorbachev by asserting that he 
will not be pushed into abandon- 
ing efforts to criticise human 
rights abuses in the Soviet 
Union. 

Reagan also gave Japanese 
Prime Minister No bom Take- 
shita a personal briefing today on 
the s ummi t Takeshi La was visit- 
ing Britain as part of an 
European tour. 

Meanwhile, Gorbachev went 
straight from the summit into a 
key Communist Party vote today 
as Moscow party chiefs met to 
. decide who to send to a major 
conference on political reform. 


US envoy’s car hit by bullet in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Jane 3, (Agencies): A 
bullet struck US Ambassador 
John Kelly's car during a brief, 
accidental exchange of gunfire 
between his bodyguards and a 
Christian Phalange militia patrol 
in East Beirut yesterday, police 
reported. 

US officials said no one was 
hurt. In Washington, State 
Department spokeswoman 
Phyllis Oakley said the incident 
- was sparked by a “traffic alterca- 
tion.” 

Two men in an automobile 
belonging to the Phalange militia 
in East Beirut attempted to force 
their way through a motorcade 
guarding Kelly on a trip from his 


residence to the US embassy, she 
said. 

“Subsequently, associates of 
the two men in thecar fired on the 
ambassador’s convoy,” Mrs 
Oakley said. “Subsequently our 
security personnel returned fire 
in response to this confrontation. 
The ambassador continued 
safely on to the embassy. 

“Our preliminary conclusion 
is that it was not a planned 
ambush or assassination 
attempL No US or Lebanese per- 
sonnel at the embassy were 
wounded. We have no reports 
that anyone else was injured." 

The US embassy in Beirut den- 
ied today that embassy 


bodyguards had sparked the 
shootouL 

“Persisting reports in the local 
Lebanese media indicate that the 
shooting involving the American 
ambassador’s motorcade on 
June 2 was caused by the 
weapons being fired by the’ 
motorcade to dear traffic. 

“This is false. American 
embassy guards do not fire their 
weapons to clear traffic.” 

In a separate development, 
Lebanese Justice Minister Nabih 
Bern today disbanded his Shiite 
Amal militia after its defeat in a 
bloody power struggle with pro- 
Iranian fundamentalists in 
Beirut's southern slums last 
month, radio stations reported. 


Raj Kapoor is dead 


BOMBAY, June 3. (Reuter): Raj 
Kapoor, India’s most celebrated 
director, actor and producer of 
popular Hindi films, was 
cremated here today. 

Raj Kapoor, 64, died yester- 
day in New Delhi. Thousands of 
people lined along the five-km 
(three mile) route from Raj 
Kapoor’s famous RK studios to 
the crematorium to watch the 
funeral procession pass. 

Vigil 

The Indian fihn industry, the 
world’s largest and centred 
mainly in Bombay, closed to 
mourn Raj Kapoor 

Raj Kapoor playeda vital part 
in the Indian film industry, the 
biggest in the world. He collap- 
sed from an asthma attack at the 


film awards ceremony on May 2. 

Indian President R. Venk- 
ataraman broke with protocol 
and stepped down from the stage 
to present the Phalke award to 
Raj Kapoor, who was gasping 
for breath. 

Thousands of fans maintained 
a daily vigil outside his hospital 
room. Newspapers and telev- 
ision gave daily bulletins on his 
condition and four days ago he 
went into a coma. 

Only members of the family, 
most of them movie stars in their 
own right, and leading figures 
such as Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi were allowed to visit 
him. 

An actor's son Raj Kapoor 
began his career sweeping the 
floors of film sets and went on to

become a" star wherever Indian 
films were shown, including the 
Soviet Union and China. 

Millions loved him for 
introducing social issues into 
India's romantic films in which 
the handsome hero and the 
beautiful heroine lived happily 
ever after. 

In a tribute to Raj Kapoor, 
Rajiv said he had learned of his 
death with shock and grief. 


LONDON, June 3, (Reuter): 
World leaders generally hailed 
the M oscow summit as a success, 
praising President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev for achieving 
what could realistically have 
been expected of them. 

Commentators said a new era 
had opened in Easi-West rela- 
tions but some pointed out that 
although solid progress was 
made, major tasks stiff lay ahead 
on arms control and other issues. 

The results of the unpreceden- 
ted fourth superpower summit 
which ended in Moscow yester- 
day were warmly received both in 
East and West and by the heads 
of international organisations. 

Zambian President Kenneth 
Kaunda summed up a widely felt 
sentiment, paying lavish tribute 
to Reagan and Gorbachev for 
their success in achieving a 
nuclear arms control accord . 

“It takes two to tango and 
these two men have tangoed for 
peace,” Kaunda said. 

During a 24-hour stopover in 
London on his way home, 
Reagan was told by British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher that 
he had ushered in a new era of 
East-West relations. 

Phase 

West German officials hailed 
the summit's results and chief 
government spokesman Fried- 
helm Ost said the dialogue begun 
must be continued in the interest 
of improving East-West rela- 
tions. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl said 
he was thankf ul Reagan voiced 
the question of human rights in 
his Moscow speech. 

Italian Foreign Minister 
Giulio Andreolti told reporters 
in Brussels the summit “has 
opened a new phase in East- West 
relations even if they will remain 
characterised in the near future 
by competition”. 


He said the summit “could not 
have achieved more, perhaps 
because the US Congress does 
not want to let Reagan pass 
through a triumphal arch.” 

France’s socialist President 
Francois Mitterrand, in an 
upbeat assessment, said: “My 
impression is that things have 
moved forward." 

Spanish Foreign Minister 
Francisco Fernandez Ordonez 
said: “We are pleased that their 
joint statement mentions that a 
nuclear war cannot be won and 
therefore must not be waged.” 

Lord Qarrington, outgoing 
secretary ’ general of the Nato 
alliance, said the unprecedented 
personal bond between the 
Soviet and American leaders 
“augurs well for further reduc- 
tions of tension”. But he 
cautioned the new climate could 
weaken Nato's case for strength- 
ening its defences. 

Caution 

A spokesman for UN 
SeCTetary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar said- he welcomed the 
Moscow summit as an important 
step t oward more prod uc live and 
sustainable US-Soviet relations. 

Delegates to a UN special ses- 
sion on disarmament gave the 
Moscow summit generally good 
reviews, but some cautioned that 
results were slight compared lo 
the tasks remaining. 

Chinese Foreign Minister 
Qian Qichen said a Soviet- 
American balance of power 
could not guarantee security for 
all. “Things are by no means that 
simple”, he said 

Prime Minister Charles 
Haughey of Ireland said the 
accord on intermediate range 
missiles would eliminate only a 
tiny fraction of nuclear stock- 
piles. 

The Soviet Union's Warsaw 
Pact ally East Germany wel- 
comed the superpower treaty. 


Arab-lsraeli settlement 
possible, says Shultz 


CAIRO, June 3, (Agencies); US 
Secretary of State George Shultz, . 
launching his fourth Middle East 
shuttle this year, tonight urged 
Arabs and Israelis to stop deny- 
ingeach other’s right to negotiate 
within the framework of a US 
peace plan. 

But Shultz told reporters on a 
flight from London that he has 
“no particular indication” of 
changes in positions since his last 
failed effort two months ago. 

In a five- page arrival 
statement, Shultz said the root of 
the Arab-lsraeli dispute “is the 
competition between two 
national movements for 
sovereignty on one land.” 

Prejudices 

He said neither the Palestin- 
ians nor the Israelis seem able to 
abandon “prejudices, hatred and 
overblown dreams” in favour of 
a negotiated settlement. 

Despite the traditional 
impasse, however, Shultz said 
there is room for Israelis and 
Palestinians to live side-by-side 
Lo Israel, the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

“Arabs and Israelis are not 
engaged in a winner-take-all 
competition," Shultz said. “A 
fair settlement is possible, even 
though people have difficulty 
conceiving how to achieve it.” 

Shultz's five-day mission will 
take him from Egypt to Jordan, 
Israel and Syria. He flew here 
from London, where he had 
accompanied President Reagan 
en route home from the Moscow 
summiL 

Shultz said the Soviets seemed 
to have softened their stand on a 
multinational Middle East peace 


Ten years for

KUWAIT’S Criminal Court has 
sentenced a 70 year-old-man to 
10 years in jail for the 
premeditated murder of his 
daughter. 

The prosecution stated that 
the accused had stabbed his 
daughter to death because she 
had once tried to elope with her 
non-Kuwaiti lover, but their 
attempt was foiled by the police. 
The daughter bad later married 
her cousin and was leading a nor- 
mal life. However, the accused, 
unable to live with the disgrace of 
the previous incident, went to the 
victim's houseand stabbed herto 
death. 


conference by no longer insisting 
that it be “authoritative." 

In his airborne news con- 
ference, Shultz said the Soviets 
now use the word “effective” to 
describe the conference he is try- 
ing to set up to deal first with 
Palestinian self-rule, then an 
overall settlement. 

“We sense the Soviets' great 
interest in this subject,” Shultz 
said. “There seems to be some 
motion, a little probing, but an 
unwillingness to take positions in 
a crisp way.” 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, with some support from 
Shultz, has opposed any peace 
talks that might let the Soviets 
throw their weight behind posi- 
tions of their Arab allies. It was 
not clear whether the slight 
change Shultz said he detected 
could influence Shamir, whom 
Shultz sees twice on Sunday. 

Israel does not expect a major 
breakthrough during Shultz's 
visit but sees the mission as an 
effort to keep the peace process 
alive, Israeli government sources 
said. 

Killed 

In the occupied West Bank, 
Jewish settlers Loday shot and 
killed one Palestinian and woun- 
ded another during a clash with 
Arab villagers who charged the 
Israelis had vandalized homes 
and beat residents. 

At least seven Palestinians 
were injured in clashes with the 
Army during demonstrations 
that erupted in several West 
Bank towns, hospital and Pales- 
tinian sources said. 

A general strike paralysed the 
occupied territories and 
breathed new life into the six- 
month Arab uprising.

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4 die in S. African bomb blast 


JOHANNESBURG, June 3, 
(Agencies): Four people died and 
19 were seriously hurt today 
when a bomb exploded on a busy 
street corner in Roodepoorl, 
near Johannesburg, South 
African police said. 

Police at the scene told rep jr- 
ters Lhe bomb exploded ina rubb- 
ish bin in the central business 
district of the Satellite town 15 
km ( 10 miles) west of Johannes- 
burg. 

The streets were packed with 
lunchtime shoppers when the 
blast occurred near a branch of 
the Standard Bank. 

Noise 

A white woman among the 
three people seriously hurt had 
her legs blown off, a witness said. 
Five people sustained less serious 
injuries. 

Police said the dead were two 
black men and a coloured (mixed 
race) woman. 


"It was a terrible noise, then 
we heard sirens and people 
screaming," said Marti Botha, 
an office receptionist working 
across the street. 

Robert Sigsworth said the 
blast happened as he walked into 
a store and sha ttered windows all 
around him. "There were three 
bundles lying on the ground. 
They looked like bodies," he 
said. 

Police arrived at the scene 
within minutes and began to 
search the area with sniffer dogs. 
Officers warned people to slay 
away in case of a second blast. 

Tienie Pieterse, manager of a 
nearby supermarket, told 
Reuteis he heard a tremendous 
bang. 

“Some of my people were 
wailing to cross the road there 
when it went off, but they are in 
such a state of shock, that they 
cannot even talk," he said. 


The blast was the most lethal 
attack since March 17, when a 
bomb in nearby Krugersdorp 
killed three people, including a 
policeman. 

Shattered 

The blast shattered at least a 
dozen windows in the bank, and 
glass was strewn across a nearby 
intersection in Roodepoorfs 
central business district Police 
cordoned off the area. 

1 1 was the fifth bombing repor- 
ted in the Johannesburg-Pretoria 
area in a nine-day span. Only one 
of the other blasts caused injuries 
— a mine placed in a flower box 
in Pretoria which exploded on 
May26, injuring four white 
women. 

The last serious explosion in 
South Africa left four white 
policemen dead when a car bomb 
went off outside a Johannesburg 
Courthouse in May 1 987.

Israel tortures Palestinians 


KETZIOT, Israel, June 3, (UPI): 
Palestinians held in a new Israeli 
detention centre in the Negev 
Desert say they have been beaten 
and denied food and family 
visits. 

Prisoner Izzedin Aryan, a 52- 
year-old pharmacist from the 
occupied west Bank town of 
Ramallah, told reporters visiting 
the camp Thursday that “every- 
thing is built here to be against 
humanity. We have the punish- 
ment of water — lack of water. 
The punishment of food — we 
have little, first of all, and a small 
variety.” 

But camp commander Col 
David Tzemach denied the 
allegations and claimed the 2,483 
prisoners at the camp had 
adeq uate food and water and the 
most severe punishment was 
three days in isolation. 

"Everything is a kind of puni- 
shment," Aryan charged. He 
said he was arrested Feb 18 and 
placed under six months' admin- 
istrative detention for reasons 
contained in a secret file that was 
not shown to him . 

Arrest ' 

The Ketpiot detention on cen- 
tre, with a capacity of 4,000, was 
built on an old army base near 
the Egyptian border to house the 
huge number of Palestinians 
detained during mass arrests 
aimed at crushing the anti-Israel 
uprising. The prison opened 


March 18. 

Israeli officials said Thursday 
that 8,141 Palestinians have been 
arrested since the uprising began 
Dec 9. The Army said 5,000 
remain in detention, including 
1,900 administrative detainees 
who can be held up to six months 
without trial. 

All the inmates at Ketziot are 
under administrative detention 
or have been sentenced to terms 
ranging from 14 days to three 
years for attacks on Israeli sol- 
diers, Tzemach said. The ages of 
the prisoners ranges from 16 to 
68. 

Law in the Service of Man, a 
West Bank-based civil rights 
organisation, repeatedly has 
called for the facility to beclosed, 
saying conditions there are 
inhuman e. 

Tzemach said the Inter- 
national Red Cross has free 
access to all parts of the camp.

Sattar urges India to normalise ties 

Rajiv raps Pakistan 
for helping Sikhs 


NEW DELHI, June 3, (UPI): 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
Thursday reportedly conveyed 
to Pakistan Foreign Secretary 
Abdus Sattar “serious concern” 
over Islamabad’s “continued 
involvement in terrorist 
activities” in Punjab state. 

Sattar met Rajiv before he 
departed for Islamabad after two 
days of talks with Indian officials 
on contentious bilateral and 
regional issues that contribute to 
longstanding frictions between 
ihe two neighbouring rivals. 

An official spokesman said the 
43-year-old Prime Minister 
raised with Sattar one of the most 
seriously disputed topics: Char- 
ges that Pakistan is harbouring 
and training Sikh extremists 
fighting to create in India’s bor- 
der state of Punjab the indepen- 
dent nation of “Khalislan.” 

Pakistan vigorously denies the 
allegation. 

The spokesman, quoted by the 
Press Trust of India news agency, 
said Rajiv told Sattar that Pakis- 
tani officials “should take con- 
crete and visible measures which 
would show their commitment to 
the principle of non-tnter- 
fercnee.” 

Sattar told reporters before his 
flight home that he and Indian 


officials held extensive talks on a 
range of subjects that “for me, it 
is always a source of inspiration, 
great pleasure and satisfaction to 
be in Delhi.” 

But be also said India and Pak- 
istan should increase efforts to 
normalise relations. 

“We should deepen the 
dialogue to make it more exten- 
sive and include positive items 
which outbalance negative 
issues,” he said. 

Before meeting, Rajiv, Sattar 
and his delegation held a final 
round of discussions with Indian 
officials led by Foreign Secretary 
K.P.S. Menon. 

“The two delegations had 
useful talks in a free, frank and 
cordial atmosphere.” said a joint 
statement issued after the talks 
concluded 

“The discussions covered a 
wide range of bilateral issues. In 
addition, views were also 
exchanged on regional matters, 
including Afghanistan and the 
current international issues,” the 
statement said. 

The communique gave no 
specific details on the topics 
covered by Sattar and Menon in 
their talks. 

But experts and news reports 
said the subjects included Pakis- 


tan’s longstanding proposal fora 
no-war pact and India's counter- 
offer of a treaty of peace, friend- 
ship and cooperation. 

Pakistan unveiled more than 
four years ago it proposed no- 
war pact with India, its foe in 
three conflicts since 1948. But 
India wants a broader agreement 
that includes trade, Lourism and 
joint ventures. 

A Foreign Ministiy official 
said the talks between the two 
neighbours were pan of ongoing 
consultations. 

Meanwhile. Punjab police said 
on Thursday that Sikh extremists 
killed at least 36 people in the 
Golden Temple complex at 
Amritsar before last month's 
police siege at the shrine. 

The United News of India 
quoted unidentified senior police 
sources as saying police were told 
of the killings by some of the 200 
Sikh radicals and sympathisers 
who surrendered during the 10- 
day siege, which ended on May 
18. 

Many of the victims were tor- 
tured before they were killed, 
UNI said. The extremists said the 
victims were beaten with iron 
rods and whips and that salt was 
rubbed into their wounds. Elec- 
tric shocks were also used.

Workers aboard the Nor- 
wegian-operated ship pumped 
out warm seawater that has 
vapourised some of its 20.000 
cubic metres ( 706,000 cubic feet) 
of refrigerated, liquefied 
ammonia.

“Ammonia has turned the sea 
white For 100 metres around the 
ship.” said a source. The gas 
bums the skin and is noxious to 
breathe. 

At Iran's Larak oil terminal in 
ihe “Strait of Hormuz, workers 
continued repairs to the 340- 


metre-long (1,1 00-foot) super- 
tanker Seawise Giant. The 
world's largest ship was blasted 
by parachute bombs in an Iraqi 
air raid on May 14. 

Shipping sources said the crew 
quarters of the 564,739-lonne 
vessel were gutted in the attack 
and the engine-room damaged. 

“It is in no danger of sinking 
but could be sold for scrap if the 
owners — Hong Kong's Tung 
Group — decided repairs are 
proving loo expensive,” a source 
said.

Radical change in attitude 
towards regional issues 


constituted an applied introduc- 
tion for submitting specific 
procedural proposals which 
would be instrumental in prepar- 
ing a new integrated system for 
the curriculum and extend a 
dearer vision to the decision 
makers of education.

A KUWAITI newspaper on Thursday said the outcome of the 
superpower summit heralded a radical change in the attitude of the 
United Stoles and Ihe Soviet Union toward regional issues ond 
advised neighbouring Iran to heed the development. 

Al Rai Ai Aam said that the keenness of IS President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev to reach an agreement on 
limitation of medium-range nuclear weapons "has prompted a 
radical change in their policies toward many regional questions.'' 

"Despite the big contradictions existing between their countries 
in nearly ad spheres, the two leaders managed to reach what can 
be called a bilateral alliance to retain their influence and domina- 
tion of a large portion of world potentials," the paper went on in its 
editorial. 

"if the agreement on limitation of nuclear amis is considered as 
heralding a new age with new concepts, it is high time for the 
Iranian side to discern this fact and take the initiative to deal with 
the war fri a realistic fashion," Al Rai Al Aam wrote. 

"The two superpowers hove now established a key norm which 
rules out the existence of anything impossible in the world of 
detente/' the paper added. 'Iran should now make positive 
proposals to end Ihe war." 

The spillovers of the war have been menacing the region and its 
waterway, with a particular threat to Kuwait which is the country 
closest lo the Iraq-Iron warfront. 

Regional leaders, including the Amir of Kuwait, who is the current 
chairman of the 46-nation Organisation of Islamic Conference, 
had been appealing to Reagan and Gorbachev to help settle the 
Iraq-lran war as well as Ihe Palestinian problem. 

Headlines in Al Rai Al Aam on the outcome of the summit were 
positive, splashing the titles: "the Soviet leader and the American 
President declare their summit has been a success" and "Reagan: 
we have agreed on peaceful solutions to all regional conflicts." 

Other Kuwaiti papers, as well as those in neighbouring Gulf Arab 
countries, differed and did not appear to see any encouraging 
results on the proposed arms embargo against Iran or Ihe issue of 
Arab- Israeli peacemaking. 

"No solutions to regional questions," was the headline in Al- 
Qabas, an independent newspaper, while oil Kuwaiti newspapers, 
including Ai Rai AI Aam, played up the Soviet Union's refusal to go 
along with the proposal tor an arms embargo against Iran. 

The state-run newspaper Ai Ittihad of Abu Dhabi said "it's 
regrettable that regional issues were discussed by the two leaders 
only from the viewpoint af the Influence and gain each could 
gamer and Bahrain's Akhbar Khaleej said that the Middle East 
problem "wasronly'haphazardly raised as part of the regional 
conflicts aver which the two superpowers seek to avert conflict."

Winds of change 
in Soviet Russia 


EVER since the Bolshevik revolution, the free-world has 
been viewing Soviet Russia through the actions of leaders 
characterised as spasmodic and mysterious. Continued 
domination by a succession of typical leaders, resulted in 
the country being termed “the iron curtain” difficult to 
penetrate, or have access to,except through adherence to 
inflexible communist teachings and principles. 

Communism, it has been maintained, has always been 
a target for religious thinkers, economic peers, cham- 
pions of human rights and politicians of various den- 
ominations. Consequently, till recently, Russia, 
remained the iron curtain country. 

However, since Gorbachev came to power dramatic 
changes have been evident. Gone are the days of 'unsmil- 
ing strait-laced bureaucrats. Instead, Gorbachev dis- 
plays an easy going, elegant and open manner which is 
directly reflected amongst politburo members and elite 
Soviet politicians. This change of style during the few 
years he has been in power is evident in no small measure 
towards his opening Russia to the outside world by way 
of cultural exchanges, high level arms limitations talks, 
trade and economic agreements and most vital of all an 
exchange of visits of top-notch Soviet and American 
scientists. The world has now come to appreciate and 
accept his policy of glasnost — the policy of openness. 

This policy of openness has been more than adequately 
reflected in the Soviet-American discussions — 
especially in tbe disarmament agreements which have 
found favour in Russia and have been welcomed by the 
entire world. The recently concluded agreements have 
achieved a first step towards ending the arms race in 
nuclear weapons. From an economic point of view, these 
agreements would benefit Russia in the sense that funds 
appropriated for the arms race could now be better 
utilised towards the country's development. On the other 
hand, the Western countries including the Nato countries 
can better accommodate the disbursements of funds on 
nuclear arms programmes with little negative effects 
towards the country's development plans. 

Indeed, for a country seeped in ideological tradition, 
Gorbachev must be commended for his success in bring- 
ing about the present changes and the policy of glasnost 
which has earned the respect and admiration of the world 
at large. Even political decisions no more go through the 
long bureaucratic procedures of the past. Wheels of 
action are immediately geared to follow executive orders. 
This has led to a changed view of Russia by the West and 
the rest of the world, including a change in the mentality 
of previous years where the West usually described 
Russia as having a “one-track mind." 

The present hierarchy, with Gorbachev at its head, 
welcomes discussions. This was clearly evident during the 
various brain-storming sessions with his US contem- 
poraries. Wherever, there were differences of opinion, 
Gorbachev always maintained that these differences 
were not insurmountable — he maintained that solutions 
existed and would be found given the good-will of the 
parties concerned. 

Gorbachev has truly “invaded” the world of politics 
with his brand of Soviet diplomacy. It is no secret that he 
entered the White House without KGB planning. 

History is replete with examples of the population 
waiting for too long to see a leader restoring new life and 
bringing back past glories to the nations. Indeed, in 
Gorbachev, the Russians have a dynamic, pragmatic 
leader of stature, who has been instrumental in erasing 
the terminology “the iron curtain”.

Iraqi feint led to 
victory on Faw

WASHINGTON, (AP): The 
Iraqi Army “set up” Iran in April 
for one of its worst military 
defeals with an elaborate, 
month-long deception campaign 
of troop movements that demon- 
strated the growing maturity of 
Iraq’s forces, senior US Defence 
Department officials say. 

Having rapidly recaptured the 
Faw Peninsula six weeks ago in 
an operation that succeeded 
beyond all expectation, the I raqis 
since have reclaimed another 
piece of their occupied territory 
near the southern city of Basra 
with a similar surprise attack, the 
officials noted. 

The victories mean it now is 
conceivable that Iraq can break 
the stalemate in the 7 1 / 2. year war 
with 1 ran. the sources continued. 

While there is no evidence that 
Iraq will try to invade Iran, it 
appears Iraq now has the ability 
to “systematically evict** Iranian 
troops from its territory', the 
officials said. 

Such victories, when coupled 
with the political and economic 
problems confronting Iran, may 
be enough to force a truce set- 
tlement. 

The sources — ranking 
defence oflicials with access to 
US intelligence data - agreed to 
discuss developments in the Iran- 
Iraq war during interviews con- 
ducted over the past week. 

The officials, who spoke only 
upon condition they not be 
named, suggested the adminis- 
tration hadnew reason to hope 


the Iran-Iraq war might wind 
down — allowing the United 
States to reduce its own commit- 
ment of naval forces to the Gulf. 

The sources agreed that Iraq 
had surprised not onty Iran but 
also US intelligence agencies 
with the liming of its land offen- 
sives. They further disclosed: 

• Iraq spent the month before 
the April 17 attack on the Faw 
Peninsula moving troops all 
around the country, generally 
toward the north. When they 
were ready, the Iraqis used their 
superior roads a nd military logia- 
licai system to send 50,000 to 
60.000 troops streaming back 
south to Faw in one coordinated 
movement. 

“They set up the Iranians mas- 
terfully." one official said. 

“They achieved surprise,” a 
second official added. “In (he 
course of this plan, they moved 
units around in ways that Iranian 
intelligence were likely to be 
deceived, then reassembled these 
units in a stealthy and rathersud- 
den way. ... 

“And they just ran over the 
Iranians like a steamroller run- 
ning over a cockroach, ft was 
really something. They had 
expected it (the operation) to 
take five days and it took them a 
day and a half." 

The source noted the Iraqi 
military had been criticised in the 
press in the past, “but our con- 
clusion has been that they've got- 
ten steadily better. We have 
observed with interest the 
maturation of the Iraqi armed 
forces as an entity.”

Robert Kennedy’s assassination 


'Cover-ups and conspiracies’ in investigation

LOS ANGELES, (UPI): An 
Ambassador Hotel telephone 
operator, told to urgently sum- 
mon police on a June night 20 
years ago, was stumped when the 
police dispatcher who answered 
the phone wanted a description 
of the emergency. 

“We have Mr Kennedy here,” 
she ventured. 

“Big deal,” he said. 

“Hold on.” she added. “I 
think somebody was'shot.” 

“Oh, great,” the dispatcher 
responded. 

Their exchange, preserved on 
an audio tape, is among 
materials gathered by the Los 
Angeles Police Department in its 
year-long investigation of the 
fatal shooting of Robot F. Ken- 
nedy on June 5, 1968. The files 
were made public in April after 
nearly two decades of secrecy. 

But the collection, instead of 
laying to rest questions surroun- 
ding Kennedy's death, added 
fuel to peculation about cover- 
ups ana conspiracies: Scholars 
and history buffs poring oyo- tbe 
records poi n te'tT' to^irii^s 
evidence, investigative ' over- 
sights and embarrassing lapses 
by police. • 

The assassination of the New 
York senator at first seemed 
unburdened by complexities. Sir- 
han Bishara Sirhan still was fir- 
ing his .22-calibre revolver in the 
hotel's crowded pantry when he 
was seized by angry Kennedy 
supporters. 

Dismissed 

Police nevertheless tracked 
down and dismissed some 25 
conspiracy theories, concluding 
the Palestinian immigrant acted 
alone in firing eight shots from 
his S31 Iver-Jobnson cadet 
revolver. Three bullets struck 
Kennedy and the others woun- 
ded five bystanders. 

Sirhan, now serving life prison 
term, did notdeny the charge and 
maintained he acted alone, 
incensed at Kennedy's sympathy

for Israel. Tbe files include a 
notebook that police say belon- 
ged to Sirhan, containing scr- 
awled statements such as 
“Robert F. Kennedy must be 
killed.” 

Ed Davis, who supervised Sir- 
han’s first interrogation and later 
became Los Angeles police chief, 
called it an “open-and-shut mur-' 
dercase."

Yet troublesome questions 
remain. The files, opened 
through an agreement between 
Los Angeles officials and the 
state, confirm investigators 
believed a fatal bullet was fired 
no more than 3 inches from the 
back of Kennedy’s head. But not 
one witness said Sirhan was that 
dose, and most said he approa- 
ched Kennedy from the front. 

The records also show a 
second man with a gun. a security 
guard standing behind Kennedy 
that night, was barely q uestioned 
by police. Ballistics tests were not 
done on his gun, nor was he given 
a lie-detector test. 

The files also show the guard 
gave police conflicting 
statements about bis ownership 
of a .22-calibre pistol at the time 
Kennedy was killed by a similar 
gun. 


Researchers were shocked to 
learn that nearly half the 
photographs gathered in the case 
were destroyed, and ceiling tiles 
and door frames taken as 
evidence from the hotel pantry 
are missing from the collection. 
Police say the photos were 
duplicates and that other 
evidence was “routinely des- 
troyed" as valueless. 

In addition, Philip Melanson, 
a southeastern Massachusetts 
University political scientist and 
director of the Robert F. Ken- 
nedy assassination archives, said 
taped interviews with dozens of 
key witnesses are missing from 
the collection. Among them are 
29 witnesses who Melanson said 
could supply details “that relate 
directly or indirectly to questions 
of conspiracy” to loll Kennedy.

“There was a lot of badgering 
that was going on. I was just 20 
years old, and I became 
unglued.” she said. “I said what 
they wanted me to say. I don't 
want to have to go through that 
a gain, that kind of harassment.” 

The investigation, touted as 
the most extensive in Los 
Angeles Police Department his- 
tory, encompassed 4,700 
interviews, 5.300 photographs, 
190 reels of audio tape and 20 
reels of 16-mfllimetre’fum. Fifty- 
thousand documents were trans- 
ferred to micro film for public 
viewing at the state archives in 
Sacramento. 

Yet, researchers fear nagging 
inconsistencies in the Kennedy 
investigation may never be 
resolved.

dominated by a generation who 
rode to power on his coat tails in 
the anti-Fascist war when they 
were mostly teenagers.

Younger politicians are grow- 
ing impatient with its failure to 
lead a reform of the country and 
pull away from crisis. 

The crisis conference was

Either 
the leadership will fulfil the will 
of die people or die people will 
replace it, Milosevic said. 

Kucan. also 47, said 
Yugoslavia had turned into “an 
insignificant periphery of 
Europe,” and added: “We all 
want to be part of Europe with its 
standards and work habits and 
not be lost in an abyss of shor- 
tages and poverty.” 

“Economic measures are not 
enough without 1 political 
reform.” he added: 

Suvar, 52, said on tbe eve of the 
conference that it would be a 
battlefield between “democra- 
tic” and “undemocratic” forces. 

Suvar’s statement have strad- ’ 
died the fence between reform 
and conservatism but analysts 
say he dearly wants to be the 
party's ideological chief. 

Milosevic, a burly man with, 
spiky hair, kicked up a storm by 
purging the Serbian party after 
taking office two years ago on a 
wave of Serbian nationalist sen- 
timent over conflicts between 
Serbs and ethnic Albanians. 

A former banker, he has draf- 
ted his own economic reform for 
Serbia aimed at far-reaching 
deregulation of the economy 
based on market laws and plans 
to implement it in coming mon- 
ths. 

Kucan, a mild-mannered for- 
mer lawyer genuinely popular in 
Slovenia. Yugoslavia’s most 
Westernised region, espouses a 
reconstruction of what he secs as 
an authoritarian leadership. 


this year, giving a freer hand to 
reformists leader to compromise 
in a Cambodia settlement. 

While Vietnam says it will 
withdraw by 1990, the Soviets, 
like many Western observers, 
express doubts Hanoi will, or 
even can, pull out. 

Vietnam’s interest in Cam-

At the dinner, Gorbachev told 
Reagan his programme for the 
country was “more democracy, 
more openness, more social jus- 
tice” — areas in which Moscow 
reformists say Ligachev has 
strong reserves. 


Liberal 

And seated at a top table, with 
the president and the Kremlin 
chief was the burly, beetle- 
browed figure of Alexander Yak- 
ovlyev, one of the liberal intellec- 
tual architects of Gorbachev’s 
“perestroika”. 

Yakovlyev, former ambas- 
sador to Canada and although 64 
one of the latest arrivals on the 
party's ruling politburo. has 
been at Gorbacnev’s side since 
Reagan arrived in Moscow on 
May 29. 

Widely regarded as the prime 

contender for Ligacfaev’s post as 
ideological chief and number 
two, his position has been clearly 
boosted by his prominence over 
the past three days. .

As he prepares fora party con- 
ference opening on June 28, Gor- 
bachev is clearly seeking to retain 
the support of moderate con- 
servatives to ensure his extended 
reform plans are approved. 

The sensitivity of the issue, 
closely linked to an open battle 
between reformers and con- 
servatives. was illustrated by the 
first reaction from a senior 
official to the 57-year-old Yelt- 
sin's remarks. 

“I do not think it was very 
correct on his part,” Party Cen- 
tral Committee member Georgy 
Arbatov told a news conference 
on Teusday. “1 have the impres- 
sion that he was in a somewhat 
excited state.” 

Another Central Committee 
figure, Vadim Zagladin, declined 
any comment when asked by 
journalists at another summit 
press venue about the sig- 
nificance of Yeltsin’s remarks. 

Respect 

In the interview, the former 
Siberian factory manager who 
won a name for tough tactics 
against old-fashioned party 
bureaucrats during his two-year 
tenure in Moscow, suggested 
Gorbachev should himself adopt 
a Rimer line at the lop. 

“I consider myself his suppor- 
ter ... I like his activity. I support 
and respect him.” said Yeltsin, 
who received the BBC camera 
crew in his new office at the State 
Committee for Construction 
where he was sent after his 
removal from the Moscow Party 
post.

Whitney Houston: I’m no sex symbol

WHITNEY Houston really is 

Miss Perfect. 

She has beauty, a model's 
figure, no skeletons in her cup- 
board — and arguably the fin- 
est female voice to have emer- 
ged for years. It has certainly 
been (he’most successful. 

For although only 23 years 
old. Whitney's achievements as 
a performer have been phen- 
omenal. Her self-titled debut 
album in 1985 has so far sold 
more than 14 million copies 
worldwide. It's follow-up. sim- 
ply titled Whitney, entered the 
American charts last year at 
Number One - a feat only 
achieved before by Elton John, 
Stevie Wonder and Bruce 
Springsteen, and never by a 
woman. 

And through it all Whitney 
Houston has' remained spot- 
less. She may be attractive to 
men. she might have the knack 
for projecting blatant sexiness 
— but all that, she says, is 
merely entertainment; just as 
act. 

The real Whitney, the one the 
public never see, is a God-fear- 
ing church goer who simply 
does what she does to earn a 
living - always making sure 
the job is done tastefully, if not 
teasingly. 

“1 am by no means a sex 
symbol.*' she insists. “Either 
you have it or you don't, but it's 
not something you can pretend 
about. If you try to be sexy, 
you’re overdoing it. If you're 
really sexy, then it shows 
automatically. 

“I know what 1 want to look 
like ■ — clean, healthy, neat and 
classy — and I don't want to 
look sexy. Anyway, I don't 
think clothes make you look 
sexy: that's something that 
comes from within.” 

Unbelicvcably virtuous and 
prim though such comments 
might sound — particularly 
coming from a pop star — 
Whitney is actually as good as 
her word. Even to the point 
where she blankly refuses to 
sing any songs which she con- 
siders to be too sexual. 

Wiping away the tears as she 
made a speech while collecting 
yet another top musical award 
recently, Whitney's first words

were, predictably, of thanks. “I 
want to thank Almighty God 
for love and strength. ” she said . 

It came as no surprise to the 
singer's many millions of fans 
throughout the world.

Indeed it only publicly affir- 
med her religious beliefs — that 
have now reportedly led her to 
enrol in Bible classes in order to 
become a Baptist minister in 
her home town of Newark, 
New Jersey. 

But now her ‘goody two- 
shoes' behaviour has even got 
her. own record company 
worried. Arista, the company 
she is signed to along with her 
first cousin Dionne Warwick 
and godmother Aretha Frank- 
lin, is said to have recently put 
pressure on Whitney to get her- 
self a boyfriend. 

Despite her good looks and a 
long list of hopeful suitors 
which has included actors 
Robert de Niro and Michael J. 


Fox, Whitney has rarely been 
seen out dating. 

"Whitney’s bachelor girl life 
is a worry to Arista,” a friend of 
the singer is supposed to have 
said. “And the company has 
had a meeting to try and iron 
out the problems. 

"They want to show Whit- 
ney as a sex symbol, with hand- 
some admirers in tow." Ins- 
tead, she shares a New York- 
flat with her personal assistant. 
Robyn Crawford, whom she 
describes as “the sister I never 
had.” 

The two met when Whitney 
was 17, and have been nearly 
inseperable ever since. Robyn, 
two years older than her super- 
star flatmate, dropped out of 
college — where shienad played 
basketball on scholarship — to 
work for Whitney. 

Their relationship and living 
arrangements have led to 
predictable rumours that they 
are lovers. Both shrug off the 
suggestion. “I tell my family 


'You can hear anything on the 
streets, but if you don't hear it 
from me — then it's hot true.'," 
says Robyn. 

True to form, Whitney has 
not allowed her feathers to gel 
too ruffled by the stories claim- 
ing she is gay either. “My 
mother taught me that when 
you stand in the truth and 
someone tells a lie about you — 
don't fight it. 

“I’m not with any man. Tin 
not in love. People see Robyn 
with me and they draw their 
own conclusions. Anyway, 
whose business is it if you're gay 
or like dogs? 

"What others do shouldn't 
matter. Let people talk. It 
doesn't matter to me because I 
know I'm not gay. Besides, I 
don't care." 

It is interesting that Whitney 
— a grown woman — should 
still be referring to her mother's 
pearls of wisdom, but then 
Cissy Houston, a veteran and 
respected soul and rhythm and 
blues singer herself, has been 
one of the major driving forces 
behind her daughter's sen- 
sational career. 

More than that, Whitney has 
always been guided by her rules 
for life in general "My family 
love me and I have had that love 
since I was bom," sbe says. 
"That's why I'm here, because 
of love. My mother taught me 
to love myself, and when you 
can love yourself — then you 
can love someone else." 

Whitney’s mother also saw 
to it that her child was not all- 
owed to wear make-up until she 
was 14, or date a boy until she 
reached 16. And if Cissy 
thought Whitney needed a 
spanking — she got one. , 

It was Cissy who allowed 
Whitney to sing in public for 
the first time when she was 12 
years old. Up until Lhat point, 
she bad not wanted to push any 
of her three children into a 
show business career. 

"I didn't require that my 
children sing anywhere but in 
church, it was her own choice." 

As with so many soul singers, 
Whitney learned her singing in 
church. "After singing there, I 
finally realised that using my 
voice was what I was meant to 
do," she says. 

“Gospel singing has given

me the emotion, power and the 
strength to do this. People 
would come up to me and say 
that the way! sang had changed 
their whole life. I knew then 
thatifl could excite a congrega- 
tion in church, then I could, 
excite anyone." 

To this day, Whitney contin- 
ues to visit the Mount Hope 
Baptist Church in New Jersey, 
where Cissy is Minister of 
Music. “I go on Sundays to sing 
along with the rest of the qon- ; 
gregation," sbe explains. 

“I sing for the poor people 
who cannot pay or get to see my 
concerts. But, really, I’ve 
known no other way of spend- 
ing my Sundays apart from sin- 
ging in church. I've doneit since 
I was a child so i t's very natural 
for me, and I love it 

“Gospel music runs deep 
with us. All kinds of music were 
played at home — but on a 
Sunday it was gospel only. 
These days I'm not religious m 
the sense of doing nothing else 
but worshipping — but Pm a 
great believer, I have faith and 
God still guides me in every- 
thing! do.” 

Which is the reason why 
Whitney prays each night “I 
don't necessarily do so for hap- 


piness,” she says, “or for peace 
of mind. I do it slightly 
robotically to keep me focussed 
on what I do and why I do it.” 

The support she gets from 
her family and from religion are 
the twin forces that help keep 
Whitney safely on the rails, she 
-believes. “Everyone always 
assured me that I had talent 
but often I know that it's really 
not enough. 

“I have a family that loves 
me, and my closest and dearest 
just want nice things for me — 
that is the real thing which has 
helped. But when I’m worried I 
say to myself ‘Whitney, don't 
fret if you think that God's not 

around there’s always 

Mamma.*" 

Whitney Houston is that 
rarest of singing stars — a per- 
former with an appeal that: 
extends across all boundaries 
— racial, age and musical. She 
is wholesome, harmless and 
entertaining, and would really 
rather things were left at that. 

“I'm blessed with this voice 
which was just given to me," 
she says, “and I'm also blessed 
with people who love and care 
for me. Why should everyone 
know everthing about me? 
There have to be some surpr- 
ises "

Ministers to discuss ways to bolster sagging oil prices

VIENNA, June 3, (UPI): The 13 
Opec oil ministers meet on June 
if with a plateful of problems 
before them, all keyed on finding 
ways to bolster sagging world ofl 

Analysts say the regular semi- 
annual meeting of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries — postpone from 
Tuesday until Saturday — is 
being convened on a pessimistic 
note. Opec is dodged by rampant 
' cheating over production 
quotas, heavy new losses by Iran 
in the Gulf war and the collapse 
of an attempt to negotiate 
production ceilings with six non- 
Opec countries. 

Rallied 

" ! .Oil prices fell as low as S13 a 
barrel m early March, but rallied 
V. to the current $15-16 a barrel 
.. ayerage. 

Opec set an internal produc- 
tion ceiling of 16.6 million 
i' : barrels per for the first half of 

' a. 1988. But several stales — most 
notably Iraq, which is not a sig- 
natory to the agreement — are 
producing more, and the total 


output is estimated to exceed 18 
million barrels. 

“The problem is. twofold: dis- 
cipline in Opec and how to main- 
tain it, and how to reach a com- 
promise with non-Opec coun- 
tries which would be satisfactory - 
to both rides,” said one close 
observer. 

Depressing 

Opec members, led by Saudi 
Arabia and other Gulf states, 
rejected ra April a proposal by six 
non-Opec producers under 
which each side would have 
reduced exports by five per cenL 
The issue may be brought up 
again at the Vienna meeting, 
which some □ on-organisation 
states are expected to attend as 
observers. 

The Saudi-led group favours 
higher production despite its 
dqnessiDg effect on pnces. A 
majority of Opec states led by 
Venezuela and Iran want to 
retain or even lower production 
ceilings to push prices toward 
Opec's official large i level of $18 
a barrel. 

The authoritative Middle East 


Economic Survey last week 
released a forecast estimating 
Opec demand at 19 million 
barrels per day for the second 
half. The Opec secretariat's 
estimates are a more con- 
servative 18.4 milli on barrels. 

“The most likely outcome is 
that the current quota ceiling will 
probably be extended, certainly 
for the third quarter and proba- 
bly for the fourth quarter,” said 
Fergus Madeod, an oil analyst 
for Barclays De Zoete Wedd in 
London. 

“Opec projections are that 
demand is stronger now. When 
you’ve got that, the usual out- 
come in Opec is a compromise to 
leave things where they are.” 

Raising quota ceilings would 
also probably dissolve any hopes 
of future cooperation with the 
non-Opec countries, led by Mex- 
ico and Colombia. 

Another unknown factor is an 
offer by Iraq's Oil Minister, 
Issam Abdul Raheem A1 
Chalabi, to join in any quota 
agreement worked out with non- 
Opec countries. 


“That could mean a lot, 
because so far Opec has been 
unable to control the Iraqis," 
said one analyst. Iraq’s current 
output is estimated at 2.4 billion 
barrels per day while its Opec-sel 
quota is 1.5 billion. 

Another political problem is 
the growing isolation of Iran 
within Opec over the Gulf war 
and its rupture of relations with 
Saudi Arabia following the kill- 
ing of some 400 Iranian religious 
fanatics at Makkah last July. 

“This meeting is going to be 
against the background of the 
current Iranian setbacks,” said 
Hans-Heino Kopietz, an analyst 
at the London-based Institute of 
Strategic Studies. 

Maintain 

“We in the West have put a lot 
of pressure on countries to 
isolate Iran, and given Iraq 
almost carte blanche for its 
military offensive. If Iran per- 
ceives this -as a stand-off situa- 
tion, it could walk out. That 
could blow the whole market 
right open,” Kopietz said. 

The ministers also will face a 


host of technical iss ues, including 
a more precise definition of the 
type of oil to be included in 
quotas. 

Venezuela has excluded from 
its daily quota some 200,000 to 

300,000 barrels of extra light 
crude by terming it “conden- 
sate,” which is exempt from the 
quotas. 

Meanwhile, the Energy Minis- 
try said Venezuela will maintain 
its traditional support for curbs 
on oil outputin next-week's Opec 
meeting. ■ 

“Our position will be the 
traditional one — to tTy to 
achieve a production ceiling Lhat 
is in line with real demand for the 
second semester, and also in line 
with Opec's objective to reach an 
average price of $18 per barrel,” 
Energy Minister Arturo Hernan- 
dez Gnsanti said, according to a 
ministry spokeswoman. 

He said Opec experts are 
working since Monday in Vienna 
to draw up demand estimates for 
the second half. Demand nor- 
mally rises in the second half. 

In the first half, Opec produc- 


tion of between 17.5 and 18 
million barrels a day exceeded 
demand by about I to 2 million 
barrels a day. 

Hernandez spoke following a 
meeting with local oil experts on 
Tuesday. 

Depending 

The mini ster said Venezuela 
probably will reduce its year- 
long per barrel earnings estimate 
following the Vienna meeting, 
depending on the resuits of the 
conference. 

The current estimate is $15.20 

per barrel, after it was reduced in

“We are analysing if it will be 
convenient to adjust the estimate

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UB unemployment rate rises to 5.6pc in May 




WASHINGTON, June 3, 
(Reuter): The US unem- 
ployment rate rose to 5.6 per cent 
in May from April’s 14-year low 
of 5.4 per cent, the government 
said today. 

The increase in the jobless rale, 
the first since last October, 
occurred even though non-farm 
businesses hired 209,000 workers 
last month, the Labour Depart- 
ment said. 

Modest 

The modest rise in unem- 
ployment was likely to allay 
some of the financial raarkets’s 
fears that the US economy was 
growing so quipkly the Federal 
Reserve, the US central bank, 
would have to raise interest rates 
to quell inflationary pressures, 
economists said. 

The report was consistent with 
a forecast made yesterday by 
Beryl Sprinkel, President 
Reagan's chief economic adv- 
iser, that the US economy would 
keep growing in the run-up to 
November's presidential elec- 
tion, but at a slower, more sus- 
tainable pace. 

The rise in non-farm payroll 
jobs was a bit less than private 
economists had expecLed.butthe 
government sharply revised its 
figures for April to show an 
increase of 249,000 instead of 
174,000. 


The Federal Reserve has been 
nudging up interest rates in 
recent weeks to take some steam 
out of the economy. 

With brisk domestic demand 
from consumers colliding with a 
flood of foreign orders sparked 
by the new-found competitive^ 
.ness of US manufacturers on 
world markets, policy-makers 
were worried that factories were 
running out of capacity and 
would start raising prices. 

But today's report showed 
nearly all the new jobs last month 
were in service industries, which 
added 201 ,000 workers. 

Not for the first time, the 
survey of business payrolls pain- 
ted a much different picture than 
the Labour Department's com- 
panion household survey, which 
is used to calculate the unem- 
ployment rate. 

Over time, the two surveys 
converge. But from month to 
month they can diverge sharply. 

Contracted 

In contrast to the business 
survey, the household sample 
showed 518,000 fewer people 
held a job last month and the 
labour force contracted by 
345,000. 

Figures on hours worked in 
May also provided evidence that, 
economic growth is slowing from 
the brisk first-quarter pace of 3. 9 


percent. 

The length of the ayerage 
workweek was 34. 7 hours in May 
down from 34.9 in April, while 
factories worked an average41 .1 
hours, down from 41 .2. 

The department said average 
hourly earnings rose seasonally 
adjusted 0.7 per cent in May. 
while average weekly earnings 
were unchanged. With no 
increase in spending power, 
economists said they expected 
only small gains in May retail 
-sales and other measures of con- 
sumer spending.

The number of manufacturing 
jobs rose by 19,000 last month to

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Orders to US factories increase by 1.2pc 
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WASHINGTON, June 3, (AP): 
Orders to US factories rose a 
strong 1.2 per cent in April, the 
second substantial monthly 
increase in a row, the govern- 
ment said on Wednesday. 

Most economists had been 
forecasting more modest growth 
in new orders of 0.5 per cent and 
the bigger-lhan-expected num- 
ber likely will do little to alleviate 
fears thaL strong demand, par- 
ticularly for exports, will trigger 
greater inflation. 

The Commerce Department 
said that orders for durable and 
non-durable goods rose to a 
seasonally adjusted $218.7 
billion in April. 

The advance followed a 1.6 per 
cent increase in March, no 
change in February and a modest 
0.6 per cent decline in January. 

The strength in April came in 
electrical machinery, lumber and 
wood products and in 
petroleum, chemicals and paper. 

The US economy, as measured 
by the Gross National Product, 
expanded at a healthy 3.9 per 
cent rate in the first three months 
of the year and analysts were 
looking toward tee factory 
orders report and other data for 
April for signs that tee pace 


would moderate. 

The department revised its 
estimate of new orders for dura- 
ble goods, “big ticket items” 
expected to last three or more 
years, to $1 1 6.4 billion, up 1 .0 per 
cent. The previous estimate for 
April, released 10 days ago, was 
0.8 per cent. The gain in March 
had been 0.8 per cenL 
Orders for non-durable goods 
increased 1.5 per cent to $102.2 
billion in April following a 2.5 
per cent rise a month earlier. 

Excluding the volatile 
category or military goods, 
orders were up 1.2 per cent in 
April, the third consecutive 
increase and the sixth rise in 
seven months. 

Farm exports 
Meanwhile, the US farm 
exports in March climbed to a 3- 
1/2 year high of 1 4.8 million tons 
valued at $3.3 billion, the 
Agriculture Department 
announced on Wednesday. 

“Agriculture is making an 
important contribution to the 
trade balance of the United 
States,” Agriculture Secretary 
Richard E. Lyng said in a speech 
to the National Press Club before 
the figures were released. 

In his remarks, Lyng predicted 


around $33 billion in export sales 
this year and a positive US farm 
trade balance of perhaps $12 
billion. 

March exports easily topped 
figures for the same month last 
year, which were 11.4 million 
tons valued at $2.4 trillion. It was 
the best monthly performance 
since December 1984. 

The nation posted an agricul- 
tural trade surplus in March of 
$1.38 billion, the fifth straight 
month that the balance sheet has 
been $1 billion or more in the 
black, the department said. It 
said the March surplus was the 
largest since December 1984 
also. 

Fiscal 1988 agricultural 
exports through March totaled 
77.3 million tons valued at $17.8 
billion, USDA said. It said that 
represented an increase of 1 3.6 
million tons and $3.3 billion 
from the same period last year. 

Agriculture Departmentecon- 
omists are forecasting fiscal 1 988 
exports totaling 145.5 million 
tons and valued at $33-5 bilfion. 

Lyng said a US proposal to 
dismantle all farm subsidies and 
farm trade barriers within 10 
years is negotiable and not a 
demand. 


Oilmen optimistic 
at Turkey’s 
first Marmara 
Sea oil well 

SIUVRI, Turkey, June 3, 
(Renter): Gas and trace oil 
deposits found during drilling at 
Turkey’s first Marmara Sea oil 
well are good omens for future 
finds. Oilmen said today. 

“It looks good. In five or six 
days we expect to find oil,” Billie 
Ray, manager of the Marmara-1 
oil platform off Silivri. 60 km (35 
miles) west of Istanbul, told 
reporters. 

Ray’S rig has been drilling at 
Silivri since May 7 for Penrod 
International Drilling Com- 
pany, on contract to Turk 
Petrolleri A.O., the stateoii com- 
pany. 

After the Marmara Sea, State 
Minister Karim Oksay said the 
mobile drilling platform will test 
Aegean Sea sites in the Edremit 
gulf near Izmir and Saroz gulf 
near the Greek border. 

The Aegean sites are within 
: eight km (five miles) of Turkey’s 
coastiine, the internationally 
recognised limit. A conflict bet- 
ween Turkey and Greece over oil 
drilling and territorial rights 
nearly brought them to war in 
1987.

Bank merger call ‘impractical’ 


SAAD AU AL NAHEDH in an 
interview with a local daily was 
quoted as saying “the idea of 
calling for merging some banks 
in Kuwait was impractical.”

A1 Nahedh concluded that 
what was known as “difficult 
debt crisis” had been resolved 
and the national economy had 
restored its strength and con- 
fidence.

Japan studying 
new trade 
pact with US, 
says Takeshita 

NEW YORK, June 3. (Reuter): 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Noboru Takes hi la said today 
that his country was studying 
new ways of resolving its trade 
disputes with the United States 
ana a possible free trade 
agreement was under considera- 
tion. 

Takeshita told a news con- 
ference that US Ambassador to 
Japan, Mike Mansfield, had sug- 
gested Japan study “something 
like a Japan-US free trade arran- 
gement.” 

He stressed the arrangement 
was “only at the stage of study- 
ing," but said: “There are some 
people in the Japanese business 
community who are interested in 
looking into that sort of arran- 
gement.'* 

The United States has just con- 
cluded a free trade agreement 
with Canada which would 
gradually eliminate all cross- 
border tariffs over a period of 10 
years. 

US-Japanese relations have 
been plagued by trade disputes 
and by the US deficit in commer- 
cial dealings with Japan. 

Recently that deficit has narr- 
owed, however, and Takeshita 
said he hoped “the 
improvements seen in the past 
several months will settle in as a 
trend.” 

To help resolve the US-Japan 
trade row Takeshita. who is due 
to meet President Reagan in 
London today, said Japan would 
make new efforts to open up its 
markets and urged the United 
States to make “greater efforts to 
export to Japan." 

He said Japan had adopted a 
policy of encouraging the import 
of manufactured goods from 
overseas. 

A senior aide to Takeshita said 
on Tuesday that the Japanese 
yen was overvalued and that its 
strength was hurting the coun- 
try's industry. 
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KD deposit 
rates tumble 


KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
tumbled on Thursday as banks 
sold dollars, boosting dinar 
liquidity. 

The rates climbed on Wednes- 
day as banks scrambled to cover 
a KD100 million issue of three- 
month treasury bills, but had 
already begun to fall back late io 
the day. 

Thursday's overnight business 
plunged to two per cent from ten 
per cent on Wednesday while 
tomorrow- next fell to four per 
cent offers from 5-1/2 per cent 
business, dealers said.

Meanwhile, in Bahrain, Saudi 
riyal interbank deposits traded 
barely changed in a dull Thurs- 
day market, with demand for 
short-dated funds keeping the 
broader market relatively firm. 

Dealers reported spot-next 
trading as high as 7- 1 /4, seven per 
cent after quotes of five, 4- 1/2 on 
Wednesday, with banks in Saudi 
Arabia actively seeking funds. 

That demand may have 
prevented longer-dated riyal 
maturities from easing on the 
back of a lower opening to 
Eurodollar deposit raLes in 
Europe. 

Traders said US interest rates 
seem to have developed a softer 
tone following economic data 
suggesting the American econ- 
omy is not growing as q uickly as 
forecast.

British Gas. which dominates 
domestic and industrial gas sup- 
ply in Britain, said in a statement 
it now con trolled 50.3 per cent of 
the company's issued share 
capital. 

The statement said the tak- 
eover. recommended by the Acre 
board, was an important step in 
British Gas's expansion of 
operations in Britain and off- 
shore in the North Sea. 

A British Gas spokesman said 
Acre would provide oil produc- 
tion facilities to complement its 
gas extraction. 

Acre said two-thirds of its 
business was in oil and one third 
in gas with one {ps and four oil 
platforms operaung in the North 
Sea. 

"We're also exploring several 
other fields that could become 
very productive in the next four 
or five years."an Acre spokes- 
man said. 

“The British Gas offer was u 
good one. We didn't think there 
was any more money out there 
than that." he added.' 

The takeover came just mon- 
ths after the ScoiLish-based oil 
exploration and production 
company Briloil Pic was taken 
over by British Petroleum Pic 
following a bitter battle for con- 
trol. Brifoil announced today it 
would cease trading under its 
name from June 14.

Inflation talk sends gold, silver higher 


LONDON, June 3, (Reuter): 
Gold and silver prices rose to 
their highest in several months 
today because of concern about 
inflation in the United States, 
bullion dealers said. 

Gold touched $466 an ounce, 
its highest since late January. 
Silver soared to a six-month high 
of 57.30. 

Bullion operators judgethaL if 
inflation does take hold, 
precious metals will again be in 
traditional demand as a safe 
store of wealth even as the value 
of other investments slips. 

Tension 

Current prices are still way 
below all-time peaks. Gold rea- 
ched $850 in January 1980 dur- 
ing tension over the fate of US 
hostages held in Iran and in a 
time of high inflation after the 
1 979 oil price "shock.” 

But soybean, grain and base 
metal prices have risen sharply 
lately, reinforcing fears of infla- 
tion. 

Aluminium, for instance, 
much-used in building, has been 
above $3,600 a tonne for the first 
time on good demand in buoyan t 
economic conditions. 

Dry weather in the US farm belt 
is putting up soybean and grain 
futures in Chicago. 

In another pointer to possible 
inflation. US figures today 
showed that a average hourly 
earnings rose in May by 0.7 per 
cent, after 0.5 per cent in ApnL 

“There is a risk that core infla- 
tion is rising," said a US analyst, 
Charles Lieberman of manufac- 
turers Hanover Securities Corp. 


Graham Birch, a bullion expert 
at Kleinwort Grieveson in Lon- 
don, said silver took off first and 
dragged gold along. 

Silver was fixed at midday in 
London at S7.22 an ounce, the 
first setting above $7 since 
November 30. 

"There is a lot of silver about 
and although it might go up fur- 
ther in the short-term it will even-, 
tually fall back down again to 
below $7,” Birch said. 

Neil Buxton of broker Shear- 
son Lehman Hutton also said 
silver would probably eventually 
slip back. 

The outlook for gold may be 
more promising as it seems to 
have established a new higher 
trading range. 

A fairly tight supply/demand 
balance has also helped gold, 
with good buying evident for cus- 
tomers in Asia- 

Gold, which closed in London 
at $464.75 an ounce, had twice 
failed last week to break above 
$462. 

Behind 


Shearson’s Buxton said it now 
looked to have moved up into a 
$462-475 range, from 450-462 in 
the last three weeks. 

Buxton said platinum, the 
strongest precious metal in the 
last few days, may be left behind 
gold and silver. 

Japanese buying took it to a 
nine-month peak in London of 
around $630 on Tuesday. Japan- 
ese jewellers particularly favour 
platinum. 

But the Japanese had now tur- 
ned sellers of platinum. 


It nonetheless closed Higher in 
London today at $610/613 an 
ounce, up from 60 1 /604 on Thur- 
sday. 

Meanwhile the dollar weak- 
ened slightly and world stock 
markets were mixed after US 
investors had yesterday cashed in 
some of their gains from an 
earlier rally on Wall Street. 

“It was normal profit-taking

after the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average ended yesterday 12 
points down at 2,052.45. 

Soared 

The Dow had soared 108 
points in the previous two ses- 
sions as fears of higher inflation 
and a possible rise in US interest 
rates to damp it down had 
receded somewhat. 

But takeover activity helped 
London's FTSE index of 100 
blue chips up seven points to 
around 1,817 by Europe’s late 
morning. 

The new surge in gold and 
other precious metals was driven 
by gai ns in soy bea n fu lures prices 
in Chicago on Thursday. 

Eroded 


These rallied because of dry 
weather in the US Midwest farm 
belt and market talk the Soviet 
Union bought a large amount of 
South American soyabean meal.

Trading always heavy on West China’s biggest bourse 


KASHGAR. China, June 3. 
(Reuter): While the slock 
exchanges of London, New York 
and Tokyo sleep, trading is 
always heavy on West China’s 
biggest bourse — the Kashgar 
Sunday Market. 

Like Wall Street, the remote 
oasis trading floor suffers from 
insider dealing, evasions of com- 
mission and lack of disclosure. 

But the bulls are always in 
evidence, along with a camel or 
two — and bears have never yet 
been spotted. 

Frenetic 

The 60,000 traders and 
peasants who pour into the 
market every Sunday do noi deal 
in stocks and shares. But just 
about every other commodity 
available in this inaccessible 
region changes hands in a day of 
frenetic business. 

The ancient market is the 
lifeblood of the backward econ- 
omy of South-West Xinjiang, 
geographically and culturally 
distant from Beijing and inhabit- 
ted mostly by devout central 
Asian Muslims. 

Merchants arrive before dawn 
to grab plum market sites. Late- 


coming businessmen are trapped 
in tramc jams of mulecarts out- 
side. 

Inside the walled market area, 
veiled women squat on the dust 
to sell bloody, freshly-severed 
sheeps' heads. 

Biggest 

Aggressive salesmen ■ offer 
everything from camels to sew- 
ing needless, carpets, Muslim 
prayer hats, and probably the 
world's biggest selection of bat- 
tered second-hand shoes, for 
around 30 fen (eight US cents) a 


pair. 

But Kashgar's movers and 
shakers congregate in the lives- 
tock ring, a dusty compound the 
size of a football pitch where 
buyers and sellers risk fortunes 
and reputations haggling over 
sheep, cattle, horses and camels. . 

Secrecy is the key to success. ' 

"You must never let anyone 
except your customer know how 
much you sold your animal for. 
Otherwise everyone will know 
how much they can push your 
price down," said a bull mer- 
chant. 

So stony-faced dealers 
negotiate with inaudible whisp- 


ers, nods and handshakes, as oth- 
ers loiter nearby in a blatant 
attempt to eavesdrop - 
The market is more open than 
it used to be, however. One 19th- 
century' Western traveller des- 
cribed Kashgar merchants thrus- 
ting Lheir hands up each other's 
sleeves and communicating bids 
by pinching each other. 

Few venture into the livestock 
market without employing 
professional help, in the form of a 
Freelance negotiator paid a com- 
mission of perhaps 10 yuan 
($2.7) on the sale of a 500 yuan 
($135) horse. 

Flounder 

“You need a go-between to 
represent you because he can talk 
very .beautifully. He will try YKry 
hard to make both sides agree- to 
a price so hecan get hisKxnnads- 
sion," a market-goer explained 
“But it is complicated. 
Sometimes the go- between is 
being paid by both sides, so you 
cannot trust him." 

Honest or not, the profes- 
sional negotiators mark a succes- 
sful deal by slapping the ground 
and swearing by "Allah’s holy 
earth.” 


Without an intermediary the 
inexperienced can flounder;. 

“Why are you selling this 
horse?" a prospective customer 
asked Tursun, a peasant farmer 
hoping to get rid of a scraggy- 
looking farm animal 
“I have two horses and I only 
need one." Tursun claimed. 

The customer looked scep- 
tical, yanked open the a nimal ’s 
mouth and began inspecting its 
teeth. 


The livestock ring is equipped 
with a short track where cus- 
tomers can test-ride horses, 
which occasionally hurtle off 
course and send the crowds scat- 
tering.

China's far west suffered in the 
ultra-left cultural -revolution

over Kashgar. 


The Sunday market then 
shrank in importance as private 
ownership of livestock was ban- 
ned and prices strictly regulated. 

But since Maoist agricultural 
policies were abandoned in the 
late 1 970s, the local economy has 
been bullish enough to produce a 
handful of yuan millionaires, 
according to local residents. 

Beijing has ruled Kashgar and 

its freewheeling economy with an 
especially light hand since violent 
anti-Chinese rebellions by 
Muslims erupted in the early 
1980s. 

Crooks 

One result is a thriving street 
trade in marijuana, strictly illegal 
but apparently tolerated by local 
police.

chant from neighbouring Pakis- 
tan is in jail for alleged fraud in a 

wholesale carpet deal, involving 
the use of fake passports. 

As on Wall Street, the big 
crooks sometimes escape. One 
source said the Pakistani was 
innocent and had been duped by 
a colleague who had long since 
fled over the border. 


African bank boosts soft loan arm 


ABIDJAN, June 3, (Agencies): 
The African Development Bank 
agreed today to pump more than 
$3 billion into a fund which lends 
on easy terms to Africa’s poorest 
countries. 

Japan and the United States 
made ihe largest contributions. 
The loans will go mainly for 
environmental projects, housing 
and other social programmes. 

ADB President Babacar 
N'Diaye told the bank's annual 
meeting Lhat members had voted 
to increase the resources of the 
African Development Fund — 
the arm of the bank which lends 
to the poorest countries at con- 
cessional interest rates. 

Increase 

The amount of the replenish- 
ment, which follows a 200 per 
cent increase in ADB capital last 
year, was 2.25 billion bank units 
of account, equivalent to about 
$3.1 5 billion. 

“This constitutes a major step 
forward in the history of the 
bank group and should, if 
properly implemented, offer a 
significant contribution to the 
development efforts of African 
countries.” a delegate said. 

Japan providedaboul 15 per 
cent of the total or about $390 
million. The United States pled- 
ged S3 1 5 million. 

But the outgoing chairman of 


the ADB board of governors, 
Sal ah El-Din Hamed of Egypt, 
said the replenishment may not 
meet the needs of African coun- 
tries under present conditions. 

“The larger part will be direc- 
ted towards financing environ- 
ment projects, housing and 
social programmes." he added. 

The ADB was granting about 
S 1 million to support research on 
AIDS being conducted in Zaire. 
N’Diaye said. 

Allocate 

The Nigeria Trust Fund, 
another section of the bank 
group, will allocaLe up to $3 
million to refurbish Africa Hall 
in Addis Ababa, the headquar- 
ters of the Organisation of 
African Unity, he added.* 

Meanwhile, the president of 
the ADB gave guarded support 
yesterday to the US announ- 
cement to withdraw its opposi- 
tion to concessions on debt 
payments for some Third World 
countries. 

The decision, which was 
announced on Wednesday, was a 
step closer to what the poorest 
developing countries needed, but 
“it was not the most satisfactory 
solution," ADB president 
Babacar N'Diaye said in an 
interview. 

US Treasury Secretary Janies 
A. Baker announced the policy 


change in an address to the 
annual meeting of the ADB 
board of governors, of which the 
United States is a member. He 
said the United Slates would no 
longer oppose concessional 
arrangements between 'Paris 
Club creditors and the "poorest 
of the poor" nations on extend- 
ing debt interest rate payments. 
The Paris Club represents 
bilateral creditor governments. 

The US announcement was 
praised by Nigel Lawson, 
Britain's Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Last year, Lawson 
suggested creditor countries 
agree lo measures to relieve the 
debt burden on the poorest 
African countries, including 
lowering interest rales. Lawson 
said he hopes an agreement on 
his initiative will be made at the 
June summit in Toronto of the 
seven major industrialised 
nations. 

Baker, however, made it clear 
the United States could not grant 
concessi ons itselfbecause ofb ud- 
getary constraints under US law. 

Sympathetic 

N'Diaye said, “1 hope the US 
will do more, but 1 know of the 
legislative constraints in the US 
and I know the (Reagan) admin- 
istration is sympathetic to the 
African cause." 

Africa's total debt is estimated 


to be $21 8 billion, and thecon lin- 
en t’s overall economy during the 
1980s has experienced its worst 
decline in post-independence his- 
tory. The ADB's annual econ- 
omic report on Africa registered 
Africa's 1987 gross domestic 
' product at only 0.8 percent. 

N’Diaye added there is con- 
cern about a fear in the Reagan 
administration that if more con- 
cessions are made to Africa, the 
United States will be forced to 
make broad concessions on debt 
repayments from countries in 
other regions of the world. 

N’Diayeasserted Africa’s debt 
problems have unique causes 
and must not be considered with 
other regions. He noted environ- 
mental problems aggravated by 
drought have helped cause the 
currem economic decline. 

Lukewarm 

In his own speech on Wednes- 
day to the board of governors 
N’Dyiaye said, “Africa's debt, 
and thatofiow-income Africa in 
particular, will have to be addres- 
sed in a unique and generous way 
if there is to be any prospect of 
recovery and growth in the con- 
tinent.” 

Many delegates to the meet- 
ing, who were interviewed after 
Baker’s speech, also gave a luk- 
ewarm reception to the announ- 
cement. 


Brazil says report of major oil find premature 


RIO DE JANEIRO. June 3, 
(AP): Geologists have found 
signs of petroleum and gas at the 
mouth of the Amazon river but 
reports of a major oil strike there 
are premature, the state oil com- 
pany Pctrobras said on Wednes- 
day. 

Petrobras spokesman Carlos 
Pinto said the Texaco Explora- 
tion Company, a subsidiary of 
the US oil company drilling 
under a risk contract in Brazil, 
Found "hydrocarbons" in an 
exploratory well on Marajo 
island, at the mouth of the 
Amazon river. 


Believed 


The find, in an area long 
believed to hold majorpetroleum 
reserves, led President Jose Sar- 
ney on Tuesday to announce the 
discovery of a "region as rich in 


oil as the North Sea." On nation- 
wide television, Sarney tele- 
phoned a Petrobras geologist in 
Marajo to congratulate him for 
"this historicevent. 

However, Pinto said the exis- 
tence of a major oil field in 
Marajo is still "a hypothesis.” 

“There was a certain euphoria 
in the government, but we have 
nothing concrete yet. There have 
been no tests, no evaluation with 
any numbers.” Pinto told the 
Associated Press. 

Traces 

"What we have is the presence 
of oil and gas in favourably 
porous rock. The geological for- 
mation is similiar to that of the 
North Sea fields." he said. 

•The local office of Texaco said 
no one was available on Wednes- 
day to comment on the dis- 
covery. 


However, the Rio newspaper 
O Globo quoted Texaco's direc- 
tor for Latin America, Robert 
Harper, as saying, "we have 
found traces, signs of oil deposits 
in the layers our drill could reach. 
We haven't yet found petroleum. 

Petrobras said the discovery 
was made at 18,120 feet (5,490 
metres), when most technicians 
had given up on the well as a dry 
hole. 

The signs of oil were the first in 
17 wells drilled ora Marajo island 
since exploration there began in 
the 1 960s, Pinto said. 

Risk 

The next step, the spokesman 
said, is to drill deeper and test the 
well's output. 

The contract, signed in 1984. 
allowed Texaco to explore 
56,000 square miles (140,000 
square kilometres) near the 


mouiu of the Amazon river. The 
area later was red uoedhy half but 
still covers nearly all or Marajo 
island. 

Brazil, an oil importer, in 1 975 
opened vast areas of its territory 
to risk exploration and signed- 
scores of contracts with national 
and foreign companies. The only 
commercial strike was by Pecten , 
a subsidiary of Lhe Shell Oil Com- 
pany, which discovered gas in the 
Santos Basin off the Southeast 
Atlantic coast. 

News of the Texaco discovery 
caused an outbreikof “oil fever" 
here. 

“Marajo may have super oil 
field,” read the banner headline 
In Wednesday editions of O 
Globo. The respected newspaper 
O Estado De Sao Paulo said in a 
headline, "discovery of super well 
annoaunced." 


WFP details 


5-year Africa 
aid plan 


ROME, June 3, (Reuter): The 
United Nations World Food 
Programme (WFP) said today it 
wfll spend more than $1 .8 billion 
to relieve food shortages and 
promote economic development 
tn Africa under a five-year plan 
adopted in 1986. . 

The WFP released the funding 
figure for its special “Plan of 
action for Africa” in a statement 
followinga meeting ofits govern- 
ing body. 

Osei Owusu, a WFP policy 
analyst, said it was the first time 
the group has detailed funding 
for the five-year Africa aid 
programme. 

Owusu said between $800 and 
900 million had already been 
committed to projects, but said 
no estimate was available on how 
much had'mready been spent. 

According to the plan, by 1 990 
the programme wfll have spent 
more than $550 million to. 
provide relief food in sub- 
Saharan countries, primarily 
Ethiopia, Sudan, Mozambique 
and Malawi. 

"Tn the past, Ethiopia ‘had 
received the largest relief, but 
Sudan wfll receive greater and 
greater attention in the future,” 
Owusu told Reuters. 


Malaysia’s trade 
surplus falls 


KUALA LUMPUR. June 3, 
(AP): Malaysia's trade surplus 
for February amounted to 770 
million ringgits ($298 million), 
down from 1 ,080 million ringgits 
($418 million) in January and 
960 million ringgits ($372 
million) in February 1987, the 
government said today. 

The statistics department said 
exports in February totalled 3.77 
billion ringgits ($1.46 billion), 
compared with 4.07 billion ring- 
gits($I .57 billion) in January and 
3. 1 2 billion ringgits ($ 1 2 billion) 
in February last year. 


Imports, at 3 billion ringgits 
($1.16 billion), were higher in 
February than the 2.99 billion 
ringgits ($1.16 billion) in 
February, last year..

Egypt’s Islamic investment 
firms face new controls 


CAIRO, June 3. (Reuter): 
Government moves to control 
Egypt's Islamic investment firms 
could threaten the savings of 
milli ons of small investors, Cairo 
bankers said yesterday. 

The bankers fear that draft leg- 
islation, which will give compan- 
ies a year to issue investment 
deeds to depositors, may lead tea 
run th%t could bring the system 
tumbling down. 

Controversy over the Islamic 
investment companies, which 
together control billions of 
dollars of savings, has already 
sent tremors through Egypt's fin- 
ancial markets. 

New law 

President Hosni Mubarak dis- 
cussed the new laws with top adv- 
isers on Wednesday. The draft 
law pledges that the sta te will not 
interfere with the daily running 
of the companies, Cairo news- 
papers said yesterday. 

Owners of the companies 
believe fixed interest is forbidden 
aa»rdmg~ to Islam? They offer a 
risjfcdtaring. scheme instead, 
mm aepositors facing losses as 
well as profits. 

The firms have paid over 20 
per cent returns, compared to a 
maximum of 13 per cent offered 
by the banks, but bankers say the 
companies use new deposits to 
paypast depos i tors. 

The new bill stipulates that 
monthly payments must accrue 
from genuine profits and not 
retracted capital, the newspapers 


said. 

The bill would give Islamic 
investment companies three 
months to notify the government 
whether they will continue busi- 
ness under the new system, the 
papers reported- 

Some of the larger firms have 
temporarily stopped transac- 
tions, except for profit-sharing 
payments, until the new law is 
approved. 

One of the largest, AI-Rayan, 
held a meeting of depositors on 
Wednesday night lhat attracted 
about 40.000 people. 

The crowd cheered the 
owners, whodismissed reports of 
muddled management and 
infighting among the three 
brothers who run it. 

Mubarak and Prime Minister 
Atef Sedkd have told reporters >3 
the new bill was not hostile to 
Islamic firms, but regulated them 
in a way similar to banks and 
insurance firms. 

Replace 

The proposed investment 
deeds would replace receipts now 
taken by depositors, although 
savers would: still get monthly 
returns. The deeds would not 
givedepositorsauthority in man- 
agement decisions but would 
give them priority over company 
owners in recovering funds, 
papers said.. 

Company dealings would 
come under the supervision of an 
official regulatory commission, 
the Capital Markets Authority. 


Shops close after 
Indonesia bans sale 


of pirated tapes

JAKARTA, June 3, (Reuter): 
Hundreds of Jakarta's tape 
shops closed yesterday and those 
left open carried only a few Jon- 
ely-fooking tapes of Chinese. 
Japanese and Indonesian music 
following a government ban on 
pirated Western cassettes. 

Indonesia and the European 
Economic Community signed a . 
copyright pact on sound record- 
ing which came into effect on 
June 1. Under the pact. Indon- 
esia is no longer allowed to 
produce or sell bootleg music 
cassettes. 

Punish 

The Indonesian government 
will severely punish local 
producers and sellers who violate 
the pact Under the new law, 
producers of pirated tapes could 
face seven years inprison ora fine 
of 60,000 dollars, while salesmen 
may be jailed for five years or 
fined $30,000. ■ 

Many shopowners, fearing the 
government’s wrath, put up signs 
saying: "Closed, cassette stock 
has been returned.” 

"We'll probably close for a 
month and well wait for further 
developments," commented one 
cassette shop owner in central 


Jakarta. 

Indonesian producers are still 
negotiating with European 
record companies about what to 
do with the stock of three million 
or so bootleg tapes. A further 
two million sent to the Middle 
East and other export markets 
are also being discussed. 

President Suharto last week 
ratified the agreement with the 
1 2-nation Community, and Min- 
ister of State, Murdiono, has said 
that a similar pact with the 
United States will be signed on 
August 1. 

Indonesia’s police chief. Gen- 
eral Mohammad Sanusi, told 
reporters that police would seize 
any pirated Western music cas- 
settes which were still for sale. 




Exports 


The International Federation 
of Phonographers and 
Videogram Producers said last 
year that Indonesia exports bet- 
ween 30 and 36 million pirated 
music cassettes a year, making it 
the world’s laigest exporter of 
bootleg tapes.

Popular choices at the 35th National Film Awards 

Well-deserved wins for quality film s 


EVERY year, the National 
Rim Awards become a target of 
some controversy or the other. 
But this year, when they enter 
their 35th year, the awards 
seem to have satisfied almost 
everybody, except some- 
inevitable miss-outs and some 
aggrieved parties. 

The awards were given away 
last month by the President of 
India, at a glittering functional 
Siri Fort film complex in Delhi. 
The happy occasion was tinged 
with a sharp note of sadness 
because of Raj Kapoor's sick - ' 
ness. Though he had just been 
discharged from a Bombay 
hospital after a bout of asthma 
etc, Raj braved the dry heat of 
Delhi to receive the big honour. 

But his health could not bear 
the strain. As his name was lo 
be called the last among the 
winners, he was feeling very 
weak and restless. When the 
name was announced he could 
not go up on the stage. In a way 
he was doubly honoured, as the 
President R. Venkatraxnan 
along, with Information Mini- 
ster H.K.L. Bhagat and 
secretary Copi Arora came 
down from the stage and gave 
him the award. Raj could 
barely stand up. He collapsed 
in the chair and was given an 
oxygen mask. Soon after, he 
was removed to hospital on a 
stretcher, which led to his long 
lingering sickness. How we 
wish he had not gone to the 
function. 

Strength 

The other winners were also 
present in full strength. Since - 
most of them were deserving 
ones, they got a lot of applause 
from the select gathering of the 
cream of society. Young 
Assamese director Jahnu 
Barua got the top-most prize. 
'President's Gold Medal, for his

“Halodhia Chora ye Baodhan 
Khai,'' declared as the best Bhn 
of 1987. Two weeks earlier, 
when the awards had been 
announced, there was great 
rejoicing in Assam and its 
capital Gauhati. The film 
maker was received like a hero, 
as this is the first time an 
Assamese film won the top 
award. • 

There were also murmurs by 
some that it was a political 
award, as the ruling party wan- 
ted to please the turbulent 
province, now under the 
opposition rule. It was also said 
that Gautam Ghosh's 
“Mahayatra" deserved the 
award. But the Assamese film 
also has a lot of rooted realism 
and pure strength of charac- 
ters. The director himself calls it - 
a political film, on how an 
innocent villager is turned into 
a pawn on the chess-board. 


It was about a farmer whose 
small paddy field is legally 
claimed by a landlord- When he 
enters into a court, case, the 
burden of expenses and bribes 
.ruin his family. Luckily, the 
.landlord is standing for the 
Assembly election and the 
opposition uses the farmer's 
case to spoil his chances. So the 
corrupt Collector arranges for 
the farmer to get back his land. 
He scores a temporary 
triumph. But then, the landlord 
will soon win the election and 
thus exert more political pres- 
sure on the helpless citizen. 

The silent film “Pushpak” in 
its Kannada version was awar- 
ded as the film with popular 
and wholesome entertainment. 
Its hero Kamalhaasan got a 
double honour, since he was 
also declared the best actor for 
the Tamil film “Nayakan.” It is 
a disguised biography of an 


alleged smuggler Vardharajan 
and how he rose from utter 
poverty to become a mafia Don 
in Bombay. For a certain sec- 
tion, he was like a noble 
saviour, till his recent death. 
Kamal has really given a great 
performance. 

The best actress award went 
to Archana for another Tamil 
film “Veedu.” Thilakan was 
the best supporting actor in the 
Malay alam “Hrithubhedam" 
and Surekha Sikri got the same 
for “Tamas.” The best child 
actor was Manjunath in the 
Maigudi Days serial “Swamy." 
Among other popular winners, 
Asha Bhonsle was named the 
best playback singer in 
“Ijazat,” for which Gubar was 
honoured also as the best lyric- 
wri ler. Yesudas got it as the 
best male singer for Malaya! am 
film “Unnikale Oru Katha 
Parayam.”

under the shadows of which 
he'd sat as si little boy. Sud- 
denly, it began to rain and as if 
out of nowhere, came several 
sheets thrown hurriedly down 
from the surrounding balconies 
by the women, and a makeshift 


canopy was formed over him in 
□o time. 

His old school had gone up in 
life too! It was a middle school 
then, and now it's a high school.

Since these are basically made 
for a different medium, there 
should be separate TV awards 
for them. The scheme was 
promised last year but still not 
Drought into existence. 

Directorial talent, old and 
new is also amply rewarded this 
year. Adoor Gopalkrishnan 
once again got it for his new 
Malayalam film “Ananth- 
r am, ” a young man’s account 
of growing up, first as a child 
deserted by his mother, then as 
a brilliant schoolboy who is 
snubbed and in the second 
story as a youth fascinated by 
his brother’s young wife. 

New director Raja Mitra got 
the Indira Gandhi award for 
the Bengali “Elcti Jibao,” on 
eTateaChef 1 
to compile a Bengali diction- 
ary, while his family perishes in 
poverty. 

A film winning an award was 
subjected to court cases. The 
Tamil “Ore Oru Grama thile” 
starring Laxmi shows an upper, 
caste giri deliberately taking a 
false certificate as an untoucha- 
ble (Dalit) to get a job under the 
reservation scheme. When she 
is exposed, it leads to a case.

IOC chief willing 
to visit North Korea 


SEOUL, June3, (Reuter): Olym- 
pic chief j =Jtrarr * ; Antonio 1 - 
Samaranch saidyesterday he was 
prepared to visit Pyongyang in a 
Last ditch attempt to persuade 
North Korea to compete in the 
Seoul Games this September. 

At an airport news conference 
which followed a four-day visit 
to Seoul, the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) 
president set conditions for 
Pyongyang which virtually ruled 
out any chance of North Korean 
participation. 

The North has refused to send 
any athletes to Seoul because the 
IOC has refused its demand to be 
co-host 

Samaranch’s statement that 
he was willing to visitPyoagyang 
followed meetings with key 
South Korean opposition 
politicians and dissident leaders 
yesterday. 

During Samaranch’s break- 
fast meeting with opposition 
leaders some 100 radical students 
demonstrated outside his Seoul 
hotel demanding that the IOC 
should allow Pyongyang to share 
the Olympics. Almost 70 
students were arrested when riot 
police broke up the demonstra- 
tion. 

Last week, after violent 
protests in Seoul demanding a 
Jointly-staged Olympics, the 
IOC reiterated its position that 
Pyongyang's demand ran coun- 
ter to the Olympic charter. 


Samaranch himself presided 
"over four rounds T>rialks-' bet- 
ween North and South Korea in 
1986 and 1987 in a fruitless 
attempt to reach a compromise. 

Sources close to the Seoul 
Olympic Organising Committee 
ruled out the possibility that any 
visit by Samaranch to Pyon- 
gyang would result in a sharing 
arrangement since it was now 

Samaranch emphasised at his 
airport news conference that any 
new deal with Pyongyang would 
depend on North Korea opening 
its border to all the ‘Olympic 
family,' including more than 
8,000 foreign journalists 
accredited to the games. 

Since the border between the 
divided countries is one of the 
most tense and heavily-guarded 
in the world, the chances of 
Pyongyang acceding to this 
demand were considered by 
Olympic sources and political 
analysts to be extremely remote. 

The fact that Samaranch has 
continued to keep the door open 
for North Korean participation 
is seen more as a sop to South 
Korean opposition politicians 
and dissidents than as a serious 
indication that co-hosting is pos- 
sible. 

But if Pyongyang does indeed 
invite Samaranch for talks it 
could indicate a major change of 
heart by the communist auth- 
orities there. 


Reynolds 
out of UCLA

EUGENE, Oregon. June 3, 
(Reuter): American Harry 
'Bulch' Reynolds has suffered a 
hamstring injury, knocking him 
out of an early season 400-metre 
showdown scheduled for Sunday 
at the UCLA Invitational in Los 
Angeles, his brother said yester- 
day. 

“It's a slight strain." Jeff 
Reynolds said at the US 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association Championships 
where he ^competing. “But ii's 
not serious to the point where he 
will gel out of shape." 

Harry Reynolds, the fastest 
400 metres runner ever at low 
altitude with a lime of 44.10 
seconds last year, injured the 
hamstring this week while train- 
ing in Columbus, Ohio. Jeff 
Reynolds said.

Reynolds had been scheduled 
to take on Nigerians Innrcenl 
Egbunike and Sunday Uti, 
Gabriel Tiacoh of the Ivory 
Coast and compatriots Roddie 
Haley and Antonio McKay in 
the UCLA meet.

BONN. June 3, (Reuter): When 
English referee Keith Hackett 
signals the start of the opening 
match between West Germany 
and Italy in Duesseldorf on the 
evening of June 10, the curtain 
will rise on the world's most 
elaborate, expensive and impor- 
tant soccer tournament outside 
the World Cup. 

The teams which qualified for 
the eighth European Champion- 
ship finals include most of the 
continent’s star players, among 
them flamboyant Dutchman 
Ruud Gullit, Italy's new goal- 
scoring hero jGianluca Vi alii, 
Oleg Protasov of the Soviet

Quality 

But whether the 1 6-day, eight- 
nation tournament becomes a 
fiesta ora fiasco may well depend 
not on the quality of play and 
level of excitement generated by 
the games. 

Massive security precautions 
have been mounted forthe cham- 
pionship, with the fear of English 
and Dutch hooligans uppermost 
in mind and the spectre of the 
1985 Brussels disaster haunting 
organisers.

Chancellor Helmut Kohl and 
other enraged politicians deman- 
ded that the West German Soccer 
Federation (DFB) hold out for 
West Berlin or hand back the 
championship. 

But the wily Hermann 
Neuberger, head of the cham- 
pionship organising committee 


and of the DFB, managed to find 
a compromise and placate all 
concerned. 

West Berlin was granted the 
right to host the West German 
Cup final for five years, and a 
four-nation tournament was 
staged there this Easter — with 
the Soviet Union among the 
competing teams. 

In return. West Berlin is not a 
championship venue, while Kohl 
became the championship’s 
patron and is expected to attend 
at least the opening match. 

The championship has been 
almost completely sold out for 
months, ever since the draw was 
made splitting the eight teams 
into two preliminary groups of 
four. 

Rabbit 

Between ticket sales, thesale of 
television rights around the 
world and marketing of the 
championship mascot — a rabbit 
named Berai after UEFA's home 
town Berne — Neuberger. has 
budgeted for a profit of 30 
million marks ($17.5 million). 

Win or lose, the eight teams 
will go home considerably richer 
at the end of their stay in West 
Germany.

Bakhit wins Kuwait Powerboat Race

KHALED BAKHIT of Dubai 
took a ten second victory over 
Kuwait's Mishal A1 Jarallah in

Standard

than Salem Mohammed's 2 ton 
31 footer, or JaraUah’s Merit 
sponsored 27ft Cougar. The 
engine power weighed in vastly 
on the side of Mohammed, with 
his distinctive yellow Emirates 
boat being powered by two 
400hp engines. Again, whereas 
the other two boats were com- 
paratively standard his had

“1 knew there was plenty of 
time for me to win the race.” he 
spoiled. '‘I slowed down and 
relaxed a little, and took care 
not to spoil my engine. I was 
3rd, in the middle, about 100 
•.feet behind the leaders who 


were pressing together aL full 
speed. 

It was at this point that the 
race took an unexpected turn. 
The three leading competitors 
had moved far ahead of all the 
other racers, and were unable 
to locate turning point 2, some 
15.6 nautical miles out to sea. 

“We lost our way, and all 
went round ten miles too far. 
Then we stopped and talked 
together for 5 to 10 minutes. 


and finally decided that we 
would continue the race, as we 
had gone over the distance, and 
aim for the third point 
together.” 

“1 reached turning point 3 
first, with Mishal and Salem 
together behind me. Salem 
broke his engine, and never rea- 
ched the turn, and Mishal and I 
raced for turning point 4. Mis- 
hal is a good driver, and he was 
using the same tactics as me. 


His experience is good.” 

“For most of the race my 
maximum was 80mph. From 
turning point 3 to 4 it was 90 
mph, and from turning point 4 
to the finish I was up to 95 mph. 
1 did it, and I'm very happy,” he 
said. 

Future 

Bakhit was driving a Tiger- 
cat, in which he came third in 
April’s Dubai Offshore Power- 
boat Race, and was partnered 


for this race by his 18-year-old 
brother Hamid. “He has a good 
future in this sport,” said Bak- 
hit, who gave him the Honda 
CRX car prize as thanks for his 
assistance. 

Bakhit felt that the only 
major problem with the race 
had been that TP2 had been too 
far out to sea, making it too 
easy to get lost. “Sometimes I 
kept Mishal in front of me to 
show me the way," he joked. 

Bakhit had his engines com- 
pletely checked the night before 
the race, by a Kuwait based 
team of private mechanics. He 
was full of praise for their work, 
and added that engines should 
be checked after each race. 

Bakhit said that be was very 
happy to win, and that he had 
fell sure that he had a strong 
chance since arriving in 
Kuwait. “Now, just like Bin 


Sulayem wins for Dubai in the 
desert, I win for Dubai on the 
seas,” he joked. 

“A racer must use his mind. 
He has to know what he's 
doing, when to use his speed 
and when to reduce it.”
